The commissioner, who has bean for

Humane to Glve Help

“Apart from the selfish motive of
gelf-protection we should open our
purse strings,” he said, “and help the
Poles for humane reasons.

“l went through FEurope up to the
Russia® boundary, While in Poland
the government and the American Re-
lief gdministrntion did everything pos-
sible to assist me. The treaty of Riga
provides for seven points through
which the repatriated Poles shall be
permitted to return, the chief one be-
ing Baronawice. A million came
through this place last year and two
million will come this year.

Three of the smeven points of entry
are without hospitals or means of com-
bhating the disease, and it will be
through these centera that the typhus
will make its raid upon the United
States, If typhus ever pets a hold
upon New York City it will kill o
million persons in a month.
